Fort Sam Houston, Texas, he is 
engaged in the dual capacity of 
training homing pigeons for the 
Signal Corps and in teaching New 
York clerks, Pennsylvania steel 
workers and young farmers from 
half a dozen states in the dexter­ 
ous use of the bayonet. 
He has been breeding carrier 
pigeons since his boyhood in Rot­ 
terdam, Holland, nearly half a 
century ago. 
He brought a bas­ 
ketful of his Dutch birds to Amer­ 
ica long before the first World 
War and with him they entered 
the United States Army. 
Both 
made 
good. 
Nearly 
everybody 
knows how pigeons are used in 
modem 
warfare 
for 
auxiliary 
communications and for pilots of 
airplanes whose radios go wrong. 
Parachute troops and military in­ 
telligence agents also need the 
courageous feathered messengers. 
Very few are downed by gun­ 
fire, the sergeant says, but a good 
many are killed by hawks and 
cats. 
He declares that with the 
best of food and care a pigeon 
will serve the Army and the na­ 
tion for as long as 10 years.

within the nex t few weeks than in 
any comp arable p eriod in the na­ 
tion’s history . 
As the su n swings northward 
sales of gliders and chairs and u m ­ 
brella sets and ou tdoor equ ip ment 
of all kinds are swinging u p ward. 
Americans know that ou tdoor life 
is healthy , that they shou ld let the 
su n s ray s get in their inv igorating 
work, esp ecially these day s when 
it is so necessary for workers to 
keep fit. And, being Americans 
they want to be comfortable while 
they ’re abou t it—hence the de­ 
m and for well-sty led ou tdoor fu r­ 
nitu re. 
No More Metal 


Mu ch fu rnitu re of this ty p e is 
made of metal and, in this classifi­ 
cation, the merchandise now on 
disp lay in the stores is the last of 
its kind, u ntil p riorities giv e way 
to 
p eace. Produ ction of 
“metal 
hou sehold 
fu rnitu re” — meaning 
any 
fu rnitu re 
containing 
more 
than 5 p er cent of metal in the net 
weight of the finished p rodu ct and

The W ar Produ ction B oard’s 
limitation order L-62, signed Mar.

The steel that 
once made gliders and settees here­ 
after will go into p lanes and tanks. 
Fu rnitu re men emp hasize that 
p u rchase of steel fu rnitu re (or any 
other merchandise already in fin­ 
ished form and on retail floors) 
does not ham p er the w ar effort in 
any 
way . 
Dealers 
p laced 
large 
orders for equ ip ment of this ty p e 
at the wholesale markets held last 
Nov ember and p rodu ction was u n­ 
derway long before Pearl Harbor. 
Large stocks are on hand in stores 
throu ghou t the cou ntry . For this 
reason, selling will continu e in 
normal fashion this sp ring, bu t 
merchandise sold now can no long­ 
er be rep laced. 
Wrought Iron Vanishing 
Stocks of wrou ght iron fu rni­ 
tu re, p op u lar for ou tdoor u se, also 
are su bstantial, bu t it is estimated 
that this ty p e of fu rnitu re will be 


off the market by the end of this 
y ear. 


In rattan fu rnitu re the situ ation 
is mu ch the same. No c u rta ilm e nt; 
order has been issu ed by the gov ­ 
ernment, bu t rattan u sed by U. S.

When p resent 
su p p lies are u sed u p (and, fortu ­ 
nately , they are large) there won’t 
be any more. 


From a

little from that shown last sp ring, 
bu t no objections hav e been raised, 
for 19 41 models, is was agreed, 
were the most colorfu l and best 
sty led in the indu stry ’s history .

The resu lt is a total 
family income that ju stifies the 
p u rchase of well-made and well- 
sty led fu rnishings. 
Su rv ey s p rov e that hom e-m ak­ 
ers liv ing in defense hou ses, like 
their sisters elsewhere, consider 
the fu tu re when p u rchasing fu r­ 
nitu re and p refer to select m er­ 
chandise which will still be u sefu l 
in larger homes later on.
